A study of 109,128 soldiers at 
five army bases showed that they 
left 44 percent of the fat from 
steaks and 39.5 percent of the fat 
from roasts on their plates. 
And 
that was from Choice grade four­ 
way boneless and trimmed beef 
from which fat and suet had been 
removed at the average rate of 
90 pounds per 600 pound carcass. 
In addition, an average 13 percent 
of the fat tm steaks and 36 percent 
on roasts was lost in cooking.
